The colored citizens of Petersburg, 
a., have addressed a petition " to 
liomsoever it-may concern nnd to the 
nblic," asking for the appointment of 
stored teachers in the public schools. 
ie petition says: 
"We do not want our children to think 
r feel {hat they are inferior by God's 
cation, but, the contrary we want 
hem to be trained to feel nml know that 


God's creation, they arc equal to one 


id all; that God 'hath made' of one 
ot>d all nations of meu for to dwell on 
1 the face of the earth.' To be trained 
know that they have au indisputable 
jht to ascend by personal industry and 
trseverance to as Ligh a position in the 
mple of fame, art, science, morals, 
hnatianity, etc., asany other person or 
3Wons on the face of God's enrth. 
are are the eases that white touchers 
uplant such training to their colored 
ipils. 
Witness from time to time the 


scriminating, unjust treatment inflicted 
x>n colored pupils. 
A clone observer 


au discern that there is a wide difference 
a the treatment of colored and white 
ipilsin our colored public schools. The 
achers of our schools should know their 
upilg, not only in the school-house. 
iey should know the residence nnd 
mrents of their pupils. They should 
:BOW their pupils iu adversity as well as 
n prosperity; in sickness; when dying; 


lien dead; and when buried. 
Colored 


achers secure such knowledge of their 
ipiis, etc., for they have no dread or 
ar of the phantom—social equality. 
Itimately, we hereby declare, uuequivo- 
ally declare, that we want colored teac-hr 
rs iu onr colored public schools, and do 
ereby reapectfully and unflinchingly re- 
uest the school Board of Education, of 
nch schools- of this dry, to employ, or 
tuse to be employed, competent colored 
jachers in said schools, and that the 
andard of competency be placed no 
igher or lower than said standard iu the 
bite schools of like grade of this city. 
re are unyielding in our request, and 
tall not be satisfied until we have col- 
red teachers."
